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TPAST PRESIDENTIAL NOWINATIONS.

PART 1V, ==CONCHLEDRD,

The Republivans met in conventlon at Chi
cago in May, 1860, to nominate their candi-
dates. No Fremont wos wanled on this oe
cagion, for b was felt that the oandidates
nopfinated hers would assuredly be eworn into
office on the 4th of Mardh, 1861, It was ounly
the old heads of the party that were taken into
consideration, sach as Wiiliam I, Heward,
Abrabam Lincoln, Simon Caeron, Halmon P.
Chase, Edward Dates, William L.
Johin Melean, Jaoobh Collamer, and one or two
others, all of whom had strength enongh to
make their nomination possible, and to give
them elaims npon the party in case of victory.
Of all these candidates, Mr. Soward was inreality
the strongest; and the gencral expectation
was that he wonld ba the
Having nesisted at the birth of the Republican
party, he had done more than any other
public man to give its principles’dignity, onr-
renoy, and popularity, and his claims were

peconded by some of the most expert political
managers wo have ever ad,  Indeed, we may
say that lhe was expecled to walk over the
gonrse and win the cup without an effort,
Beveral canses conspired to disappoint the
hopes of his friends and give the nomination
to Mr. Lincoln. One of these was the natural
inelination of all political parties to select as
their standard-bearer o man who represents
its principles, without having isourrcd the
odium of originating them. Another was M,
Lincoln’s merits a8 & wman, and as a Repub.
lican, which had been conspicuously dis-
played in the recent and vividly remembered
conteat with Mr, Dounglas. Next to thisin
importance, the sonvention wmat at Chicago, in
Illinois, where the preferenve for Abraham
Lincoln was a wild and passionate desire,

Chieago awarmed with the devoted adherents
of the Springfield lawyer, and deafened the
delegates with cheers for their favorite when-
ever his name was mentioned. There was
“gomething in the air,’' as we say, which
geemed to impel the wavering irresistibly to
gratify a wish which beamed in every counte-
nance and was thundered from ten thousand
Longues,

But, perhaps, neither the merits of Abra-
ham Lincoln, great as they were, nor the en-
thusiasm of hig friends, wonld have suiliced,
if there had mot Leen on the spot a man of un.
equalled influence over the minds of Western
Republicans, who had coma all the way from
New York to Chicago for the purpose of advis-
ing Republicans not to nominate Mr. Saward.
This was Horace Greeley, the man who Lad
done more than any otﬁar to commend and
gustain the person to whose selection he was
now opposed. Some years before, there had
been o movement in New York to nominate
My, Greeley te the Governorship of the Siate;
and surely, if ever servives toa party can give
& claim to the honors of party, he was entitled
to any office in the power of his party to De-
stow. We might go further, and say that,
if substantial and long-continued services to
the oountry, if giving to its civilization an
lmlrulw, and to its industry development
and information, can ever constitute a claim
(which, however, we deny) to the suflrages
of the people for high office, then
Horace Greeley is entitled to any which the
people have to give. The oceasional errora of
the edltor of the Trilune, chief among which
we regard his devotion to the proteciive sys-
tem, should not blind our eyes to his great
merits as a public teacher. Tlere has never
been inthe United States & writer more inffu-
ential to chavge votes than he, and his sor-
vices to his party have never besn conlined to
the labors of his pen. During every imp ort-
ant political campaign, he has been acons-
tomed, besides deing two men's war'l_—: upon
hie paper, to address four or five audiences a
week, There are more seloquent speakers
than he; but there is, perhaps, 10 man
whose public addresses, moderate, digni-
fled, and ekilful, decide more votes than his.

fuoh had béen somse of this able man's ser-
vices to his party for twenty years, DBat
when, at length, some of his friends proposed
to recognize these servioes by placing him in
nomination for the Governorship of his State,
the project was opposed by the more lmme-
diate and intimate adherents of Mr, Beward,
and it was certainly not favored by Mr. Sew-
ard himgelf, Then it was that the editor of
the Z'ribune, in a celebrated letter, gave notice
that the political “‘partnership’ which had
long existed between ‘f Beward, Weed &
Greeley” was dissolved by the *withdrawal of
the junior partner,” and that thenceforth he
ghould consider himself at liberty either to
opEbEO or support the head of that firm, on
public greunds slone, Since Horace (iresley
18 a human being, it iz ressonable to suppose
that his course at Chicago, in opposing Mr.
Seward, was in some degree influsnoed by the
events just related. He may not have besn
congoious of the fact; but men are often un-
oonscious of the motives which really control
their conduct. He bLad, moreover, fully per
suaded himsell that Mr. Seward was not the
Brongest candidate of the Republican party in
some of the Stales necessary to be carried,
and he was also of opinion that it was deaira-
ble to introduce into the city of Washington
the tactica which hnad long prevailed at
Albany. Hewas aware, top, that the election
of Mr. Beward to the Presidency would place
Mr. TRurlow Weed in & position of command-

In the Tribwie, for months bLefore the con-
vention met, and at Chicago during its session,
ho threw the whols weight of his Inflnence and
his talents against Mr, Seward, and his opposi-
tion was decisive, Upon the first ballot,
Beward recsived opme lmndred and gevanty-
three voles; Lincoln, one hundred and two:

Having accomplished his main object in

reventing the selection of Mr, Seward,
P-Inram reeley, on all occasions, advised
that the defeated ohief of the Republican party

‘ghould be invited to take the frst place in
Mr. Lincoln's Cabinet. For himsell he asked
pothing, and was offered nothing.

He had never recommended the nomfination
of Abrabmm Lincoln, but had exerted all his
influence in favor of Mr. Bates, of Missouri.
When some of his friends urged his appoint-
ment to the office of Postmaster-General, he
peremptorily declined aocepting any office
uuder the new Adwinistration.

dent of the United States posgsessed
an  unlimited power of removal from
office, the interior politios of party nrcessarily
cobelated of thesé two Hl]lllga — First, to re-
deemn the pledges mude during the last Presi
dential eampalgn; secondly, to form combina
tions for the next. We have had one Presi-
dent to whom this remark does not apply—
George Washington—and it was becanse he
alone, of all onr Presideuts, never incarred a
politienl olbligation to an individual, 1t iz not
in buman vature, aml it is folly to expect it,
that o President; in the distribation of honoyrs
and offices, shall not T"I"l'ii:\}ir,'l' the clalms of
men who have aided his elevation, and whose
aid he needs for a continuance of the public
favor, Abraham Lincoln wak not only a poli-

Nor was Mr. Lineoln passive in the events
which led to his renomination in 1564, Every
individual who was likely to be a formidable
candidate was either shelynd or provided for.
No one can have forgoften that, when the
pomination Convention of 1264 assembled at
Bnltimore, Abraham Lincoln was not the
choice of the Republican party. Yar from
it. It was a poriod of the deepest gloom:—
dicaster upon disaster in the fleld had
ehiken the ]'lli'lir conlidence in the ability of
the adwinistration to save the country. The
desire for a change of leaders was general and
decided. Banks had failed in Louisiana.
Grant bhad npot sucoeeded in Virginda. The
Missigsippi was still threatened, and to many
minds the issue of the war still appeared

tiuinn,

imsell

doubtful. In war time the strength of an
administration increases with victory and
diminishes with defeat. Bat, as we have

before remarked, a President who can gratify
or digappoint the personal smbition of thou-
annds of hig fellow-citizens, who can appoint
and promote milits and naval officers at hia

plensnre, who can ird coutracts that enrich
the holders of them in a :-!‘li:..',tl' BedR0n,
and who 8 himsell o mah of fores
and  ambition, can  coutrol absolutaly

the proceedings of & convention ocomposed
almost entirely of men who have received or
expect benellts from him, Mr, Lincolu used
hig power without hesitation or reserve, and,
as long as man is man, every able man in a
similar situation will do the same,

He desired, both for public and personal
reasons, to be renominated for the first office,
The Convention complied with his known
desire, He wished Andrew Johnson, for
public and personal reasons, to be selected for
the zecond cffice, and this desire also was grati-
fled. When the convention came to a vote,
the delegates from every Btate aud Territory
in the Upion indicated & decided prefsrence
for Abraham Lincoln, excepting those from
Missouri, who preferred General Grant. The
ngnination of Andrew Jolinson was accomn-
plished with almost equal ease. Upon the
first ballot, Mr. Johngon received two hundred
votes; Hannibal Hamlin, one hundred and fiity;
Daniel 5. Dickingon, one hundred and eight;
and all others, fifty-nine. Upon the sscond
ballot the delegates took the hint, and Mr,
Jolinson was nominated almost nnanimously.

Uonventiong, however, can only nominate.
If the campaign of 1804 had presented as
gloomy a view in October as it had in Juns,
not even the inganity of the Demovratic plat-
form could have saved the Republican pavty
from defeat, It was General Sherman's timely
capture of Atlanta which turned the tide of
pullic feeling, and canzed the people to recoil
witli horror and disdain from a platform which
proposed, in sffect, to give up the contest and
the puotry.

Thus we Lave brislly reviewed the Iresi-
dential nominations of the past eighty years,
during which five Prosidents have been
nominated by caucnses of members of Con-
gress; two by legislative caucuses, public
weelivgs, and the press; seven by national
conventions, By each of thess methods the
prople have sucoeoded in electing men of re-
spectable private charaster, of patriotic intan-
tiong, and of suflivient ability., Esxcepl in one
instance, which need mot be specilied, the
domestic life of the White House has been
oreditable to the oivilization of the country,
and the routine duties of the Presidency have
almost always Leen performed with dignity
and promptuess. No President has ever been
50 muoch as nuspe-.-u--l of personal corrn ption,
From 1757 to the spring of 1803, the peopls
vould regard their Chief Magistrale as a
gentleman, and boast of his natural
equality with the best rulers of the most
advanced natiops. It {8 true that some of
onr later Presidents were too subiervient to a
dominating and exacting interest. DBut we do
not believe that any of them were bhasely so;
and we must confess, with shame and contri-
tion, that they erred in common with a mu.
jority of their fellow-citizens. Some of them,
we know, were led astray far ore by their
love of the Unpion and their anxisty for its
coutinuance than by personal ambition. The
existence of slavery In this republic was an
anomnly which perplexed and corrupted
nearly svery fndividual, Instead of bitterly
1-a=n:-a;:i!.-g the politivians of the last twently
years, we should conslder that, up to the
moment when we were prapared to fight the
Southern oligarchy, nething was possible to
ua but compromise. How many of ni weérs
prepared to submit the controversy to the
arhitrament of the sword befora it was forced
upon us! Ope man! John Brown was Lis

But we flsmly believe that impartial his-
lur}: will ‘duuhlu_ tht, on every one of
thoge ooons ions, without » slugle axception, the
people were right, and whe class wrong.

his war vpon the United States Bank, al
though the mawngr in which that war was
conducted wuas violent and spometimes ont
rageons,  They were right in selling aside
the gallant and gifted Clay, identilled a8 he
wiag with lgsues extivot as erroneons, They
were right in votlng to defer the flual con-
test for the supremacy of the Union until the
Union was strong enowgh to enduare {t.  They
were tight in frustrating the inconsidarate
swhition of Donglas. They were right in
neeepting the igsue of battle when it could no
longer ba postponed, and gloriously right in
persisting in the flght, under disconragements
and disasters without a parallel in the history
of the world.

The duty of electing a President ig again
before us, The task ought to be easler than
it ever wne before since the days of John
Adpme, That fngolent and determined band
of men who represented the planting interest
will never aguin be the distarbing and dl
tracting slement which they once were, Thelr
power is broken, their wealth iz vonsumed,
Ltheir p Ihose of them who are
not by nature uoteachable will reflect upon
past events and become wise through satler
ila: the unteachable will be -‘,":Il][r--nn-li
to submit to a state of thiogs which no
power of man ean reverse., Nor wiil the ex-

ceprive influence of the P'residemt Interfere
with the choice of his gnccessor, because
a I'resident sovered from the party which

elected him is a thing of navght In the politios
of the United States. Like Joho Tyler, he
may pack a couvention, sstablish newspapers,
aud Lire orators, but all his eforts cannot pro
duce ove 'tesidential elector. Tha lineal helr,
teo, of adminiatration shares Loth the
odinm and the impotence of his olilef; and, iu
short, there appears nothing to prevent the
selection of candidates who will have a legiti-
mate claim to the confidence aud esteern of the
parties they will represent.

The tfouth will again, as s0 often before,
provide the nation with an issue. The great
mass of the Northern people yrarn for a coun-
try once more united and satisfled—the whole
of it.  Not the less determined are they that
the abolition of slavery ghall be real,
vomplete, and fioal, and that no other
“peculiar institution” shall arise to take
its place, and eall into existence a olass
whose interests will be opposed to the general
interest, and whoee motive of action will more
resemble the sentiment of a olan than a patri-
otic love of the whole, These are the real
degires of the people of the Northern States,
And hence, the conduct of the South daring
the next few months will exert a powerful
influetice upon the nominating conventlons of
1868, If the Bouth is orderly and reasongble,
candidates of moderate and conservative
opinions will be in request; while another
New Orleans massacre wonld give supremacy
to the most radienl wing of the ruling party.

Must the next President be a goldier 7~

The desire to honor and reward the men
asgocisted with the final trinmph of the
nialion over its enemies is mnatural, But
conld the Presidency be a8 reward to
them ! Their fames is now assured, and
their position eminently desirable. In-
trenched, as they now are, in the love
and gratitude of all their fellow-citizens,
without distinetion of party, would it be be-
comipg in any party to subject their lives and

ood name to the relentless scrutiny of a
'residential campaign? They take them from
a sphere which they adomn, and lare them into
one for which their past lives and their set-
tled habits may have unfitted them, Let our
genernls rather enjoy the honors which the
country bas awarded them, and go down to
their graves woaring the anpiform which they
bave assisted to make illustrions, Let us be-
ware of enbjeoting them to a trial from which
scarcely any character issues without the
revelntion of some blemish before unseen.
We have had oune professional soldier, and
only ome, in the Vresidential chair; for
Washington, Jackson, and Harrison were
citizens who only became soldiers when their
country nesded defenders, and resumed the
artg of peace when their services in the feld
were no longer required. General Tavlor alone
was a professional goldier, and the history of
his administration does not warrant a repeti-
tion of the experiment.

People gometimes complain that the cholce
of President does not take a wider rangs, in-
gtead of being confined to the little circle of
men prominentat Washinglon. But this ap-
pears to be & necespity of the case, and it is
perbape & fortunate necegsity. No man wonld
be s0 likely to make injurions mistakes, or fall
into anworthy hands, as a President nnfamiline
with themon and ways of the oty of Wash-
ington. The best intentions might not pre-
vent his being continnally migled, and, like
Harrison and Taylor, he wounld be likely to
fall a victim to the distracting excite-
ments and intense anxieties of his place. The
oaptain of & ahip shounld be an honest man;
bt he must also know the ropes, We want
for President a man and a patriot, bat one
who i8 also encugh of a politician to know
politicians and their ways. ** The tools to himn
who can use them."

The public i3 little aware of the activity
with which the business of President-making
is carried on at pregent, A public man, who
ig within the clrele of possible candidates,
goarcely performs a public act which is not
either prompted or influenced by his Presi-
dentinl aspirations ; and there i# scarcely a
vote given in Copgress upon an Important
question which is not given with a view to its
gupposed effects upon the prospects of the
voters' favorite candidate, Does 4 prominent
person write n letter favoring the devive for
swindling servant-girls which goes by the name
of Fenianism 7 It is a sure sign that be hopes to
be voted for in November, 15685, Is a publie
man of great eminence and popularity silent
on public topics, and is he never mentioned in

Lthe

gopnection with the Presidency by leading
pewgpapers known to be devoted to his in-
tereste ! It is an indication that he is moving

heaven and earth for a powmination. Iz a man
of real werit asgailed by slanpder, sand are his
gublic services systoontically undervalued or
demfed? It is a proof that gome candidate for
thae Presidency has an interest in removing
him from the fleld of competition. I3 a Becre-
tary of Btate iueolernl to a foreign power not
loved by portions of the peoplet or does he
gxtend the area of frevdom & little in the nick
of time, and when frocdom bhad neither expeac-
tation nor desire of additional area? It 18 o
gign that age has not withered nor custom
gtaled his Infnite and Irrepressible desire to
change his quarters to the Presidential man-
sion. Wonld you kunow what candidate the
inonmbent of the Presidential cbhair is favar-
ing? Ask the Collector of the New York Cus-
tom Honse what candidate kv prefers,

Persons who have had experience in the art
of getting men in condition to run the Presi-
dential race, inform us Jthat the following is
the way in which the thing is done. It i
necessary that the candidate should have a
certain amounit of political capital to start with
—elther & great reputation, or some high office,
or & commanding position in the politios of his
own State. The candidate who possesses one
or more of these varieties of capital must
look sbout him, and ascertain what other
men are in trainiog for the contest, in what
gonsists their strength, what are their com-
parative chauces, aud What moans they are

tmployiog to sefiect thelr object. The uexi
thing & to form # combination with one o
more of these vompetitors, A says to B,
through an obliging friend : “ My ohances are
better than yours ; what will you sell oat for
Will yon be Vice-Vresident, Sseretary of State,
or Minister to Epgland 1" If an arrangemes!
s made, the nuclens of a combination exists,
and nnti,ing remains but to ndd to it other
members in a similar manner, all of whomw, in
thelr several Btatea and localities, use thei
utmoit exertions, both in pablic and in private,
to exalt the name and promote the interests of
their obief. A very important point iz to
secnre the coilperation of a great ULWS paper,
anud, when that is done, a candidate is pretty
sure to appear in the list of names voted
for on the first ballol in the ovomina-
ting convention, and to have votes
enongh to give him a ¢laim upon the honors
within the gift of an administration. And this
ia all that the most adroit aud ramifisd wire-
pulling cnn effect. Other inflnences are m-
cotmered in open l'nﬂ\_l'ﬂﬂ'hli. .'“-ii the resalt
of its deliberations is likely to be in accord-
ance with the desires of a majority ol the
party.

How fortunate we are in beiug abls to amnss
and appeage the ambition of powerlal men
without the slightest danger to the public
snfety, or even to the public tranguillity !
How much bettér it fs for our Ceasars and
Pompeys to be rival candidates at Baltimors
conventions than to plunge their conntry iato
givil war! How much nobler, a8 well as safer,

the mans me eling than the battle-fisld ! How
much better for rival ambitions, while assatl-
ing ench other from the stump, to alford
unusement and instruetion to the people, thau
to array the people against one another in
bloody fight, and desolate their land with fire
